C.J. Tweedie, U.S. Patent 2,583,243, discloses a chain saw 
which employs removable teeth which are wedged into the slot of a 
head of a saw chain link. 

J.B. Cox, U.S. Patent 2,852,048, discloses a saw chain with 
removable cutter teeth having a T-shaped recess which engages a 
T-shaped element on a cutting link body. 

Raetz, U.S. Patent 3,547,167, discloses a removable cutting 
sleeve which has an opening that receives a stud of the cutting 
link body. 



None of the references cited herein teach or suggest 
Applicant's claimed invention.
